Up IO 25 p er cent of th e ex p ec te d 
corn hatvi*'t would be cau g h t 
by 
frost, resulting in soft corn or n u b ­ 
bins—good only for a cheap 
feed. 
O hio's cern crop was officially es­ 
tim ated last W'eek a t 183,600.000 b u ­ 
shels, n ear a record figure. 
A vailability of such a supply like­ 
ly would cause som e raisers to fa t­ 
ten feeder steers a fte r the pastures 
give out th is fall instead of -riling 
th em im m ediately e s grassers. H ed- 
son said. 
Of course, it w on’t be prem ium 
beef," he added, "b u t th e bicgzr uii- 
rnals a t sla u g h te r tim e will increase 
th e m eat supp ly .'’ 
S oft com will not give a beef a n i­ 
m al th e -am e finish as m atu re coni 
he pointed out, but th e m eat will 
be sa tisfacto ry in all o th e r respects. 
Tho farm er him self will be able to 
•alvage from th e la te 
p lan tin g s — 
unless th e firs t fro sts are long d e­ 
layed-—w hatever h e can got for the 
soft corn as feed. plus silage aud 
fodder from th e stocks. 


However, in m an y sections of O hio 
i’os have becom e a casualty. Hob- 
sc n said. estim ating th a t at least a 
th ird of th e s ta te ’s pre-w ar dlos h ad
